Academy, and was down town by

Immediately 
following the accident Drs. 
Ray- 
aor and Mondrick and the p rin ­ 
cipals of the Academy were notified 
and came to the unfortunate young 
m an’e aeeielance. He was rem oved 
to a comfortable aud conveniently 
located room in the Howell build­ 
ing and every possible attention 
was given bim.

showed 
splendid 
n e r v e 
and no more serious results than 
the loss of his foot are anticipated 
The accident is deeply deplored by 
everybody, and it is the first time 
in the seven years history of the 
Academy a student has ever been 
seriously injured. 
The amputation was made about 
four inches below the knee, and 
the young man was resting well 
at l l o’clock last night.

Eight well masked and heavily armed 
burglars held the people at White 
Cloud, a village forty-five miles north 
of here, at bay while they rifled the 
Newaygo County bank and attem pt­ 
ed also to rob the hanking house at 
A. R. Gannon & Son. 
The deed was 
done 
shortly 
after 
midnight 
this 
morning. 
The eight men rode Into the village, 
surrounded the 
buildings containing 
the two banks and posted guards out­ 
side, while the other members of th# 
gang worked Inside. 
The Interior of the Newaygo County 
bank was completely wrecked by the 
explosion. 
The burglars got between 
$2,000 and $4,000 in cash. 
Dynamite was then used to wreck 
the interior of the Gannon bank, but 
while the cracksmen 
were at work 
the people of the 
village, awakened 
by the 
explosion, 
gathered, guards 
called the men inside the bank out 
before they got the safe open. Coming 
the citizens 
with guns, the 
bandits 
lode away. 


F A T A L IT IE S EN O R M O U S. 


Property Damage Estimated at Fully 
Twenty Million Dollars. 
Hongkong. Sept. 20.—The full ex­ 
tent of the typhoon disaster is not yet 
known, but 
conservative 
estimates 
place the number of Chinese who lost 
their lives at 5,000 and total material 
damage to colony at $20,000,000. Re­ 
ports of disasters at sea are constant­ 
ly being received here. 
The steam er 
Albumose, 
with 150 
passengers on board, foundered near 
Futaumen Pass. 
Only six passengers 
and two of the 
crew saved. 
They 
swam ashore. The steamer Hongkong 
was also lost and the entire crew is 
missing. The steam er Ying Fat, from 
Sam Chun. foundered and 730 passen­ 
gers and ten of her erew are missing 
Only two of the crew are known to 
have been rescued. 
Mre. Hoare and a searching party 
have returned. 
They found no trace 
of her husband. Joseph Charles Hoare. 
Anglican bishop 
of Victoria, whose 
yacht was lost during the typhoon. 
Captain Thomas, commander of the 
river steamer Fatshan, whose Chinese 
crew clamored on board the French 
mail steamer 
Pollnenlan 
when the 
Fatshan collided with her, saved the 
vessel and 150 Chinese passengers by 
splendid seamanship. 
Fortunately Urn 
engine room staff stuck heroical!' lo 
its post. 
Captain Thomas was left 
almost sirgle handed on the deck. Ho 
took the wheel and navigated the Fat- 
shan for one hour aud forty minutes 
through the 
tempestuous 
sea and 
finally beached the v essel safely. 
It 
It believed she can be refloated with­ 
out trouble. 
Another storm, less violent however 
than the typhoon, broke here at mid­ 
night and 
blew for six hours. 
The 
damage apparently was not great. 
The staff of the Jardine Matheson 
sugar refinery rescued 200 Chinamen 
from the sinking sampans. 
Losses of 
the 
Kowloon 
Godown 
Warehouse company are estimated at 
$750,000. 
Forty 
thousand- bales 
of 
varn which were in 
storage at the 
Kowloon will probably he irretrleva 
hly damaged. 
The beach Is littered 
with valuable silks and many looters 
have been arrested here and at Rod 
loon. 
There are ample supplies of 
rice to relieve the distress. 
There were 700 Chinese passengers 
on board the steamer Keung Shan 
from Macao, which stranded off Lan- 
tao island. 
All European passengers, 
including three 
women were saved 
Many Chinese, Including women, were 
drowned. The total number of deaths 
are not known. 
The position of the 
Keung Shan Is hopeless.
